The U.S. Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about the date(s) listed below, 
you or your organization committed the following violation(s) of Federal Regulations: 


Date of Violation: September 22, 2009 

9 C.F.R. § 2.78(a) Health certification and identification. No dealer, exhibitor, operator of 
an auction sale, broker, or department, agency, or instrumentality of the United States or of 
any State or local government shall deliver to any intermediate handler or carrier for 
transportation, in commerce, or shall transport in commerce any dog, cat, or nonhuman 
primate unless the dog, cat, or nonhuman primate is accompanied by a health certificate 
executed and issued by a licensed veterinarian. 

Mid-America transported a shipment of 19 live puppies without proper health 
certificates accompanying the shipment. Mid-America shipped the health 
certificates by FedEx and the carrier received them on September 23, 2009. 
Mid-America failed to ensure the health certificates accompanied the live animal 
shipment as required in the regulations. 

Date of Violation: September 22, 2009 

9 C.F.R. § 3.14(a)(6) Primary enclosures used to transport live dogs and cats. Unless the 
enclosure is permanently affixed to the conveyance, it is clearly marked on top and on one 
or more sides with the words “Live Animals,” in letters at least 1 inch (2.5 cm) high, and 
with arrows or other markings to indicate the correct upright position of the primary 
enclosure. 

Mid-America transported a shipment of 19 live puppies in primary enclosures 
that were not clearly marked on top and on one or more sides (in an upright 
position) with the words “Live Animals” as specified in the regulations. 

Date of Violation: September 22, 2009 

9 C.F.R. § 3.14(h) Accompanying documents and records. Shipping documents that must 
accompany shipments of dogs and cats may be held by the operator of the primary 
conveyance, for surface transportation only, or must be securely attached in a readily 
accessible manner to the outside of any primary enclosure that is part of the shipment, in a 
manner that allows them to be detached for examination and securely reattached, such as in 
a pocket or sleeve. Instructions for administration of dmgs, medication, and other special 
care must be attached to each primary enclosure in a manner that makes them easy to 
notice, to detach for examination, and to reattach securely. Food and water instructions 
must be attached in accordance with 3.13(c). 


Mid-America failed to provide shipping documents to the carrier or attach them 
to the outside of the primary enclosures in a manner which was readily 
accessible and easy to detach or reattach. 


The Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service (APHIS) created federal regulations to 
ensure the welfare of animals and help prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and 
diseases. Since violations of the regulations can have serious and costly impacts that are 
detrimental to the public interest, APHIS is providing you with an Official Warning for 
the violation(s) described above. Any further violation of these federal regulations may 
result in the assessment of a civil penalty, criminal prosecution, or other sanctions. If 
you have any questions concerning this Official Warning or violation(s), please contact 
the APHIS official listed in this notice. 
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
